the war effort of the Allies, the in- 
dustrial cquipment was exposed to 
the strain of incessant intensive use, 
causing considerable deterioration of 
the machines that. could not be 
adequately maintained. 

War Damage 

“War damare to public ‘ utilities 
and wear and tear an what Installa- 
tlons and equipment could be kept in 
use have drastically curtalled the 
supply of clectric power, mas and 
water in Jndustrial centres {n many 
countries of the region and have nce 
cordingly hampered their industrial 
recovery. 

“Recovery has been held back also 
by the lack of foreign exchange 
necessary to purchase new, or to re- 
place obsolete, machinery, and by 
the lack of domestic capital forma- 
tion, 

“Inflation and political unrest, are 
further slowing down reconstruction, 

“Finally, the undernourishment of 
tthe workers that has resulted from 
the shortage of food is in no small 
part responsible ‘for. the decline in 
the industrial output, * 
mineral production 
in practically 
devastated — countries. The 
destruction of mining — Installa- 
tions and oil refineries, for the 
restoration or replacement of which 
the requisite capital and materials 
‘are lacking, lias, -80— far,prevented 
the resumption of ofl production in 


Burma. ‘ 
Oil And Minerals 


“In Indonesia, oll production in 1047 
amounted to only five percent of the 
prewar output. 

“Tin mining jn Burma at present 
is nerlighble, Production in Malaya 
fs only about 14 percent of the pre- 
war outpuls but in Indonesia, where 
new dredges, ordered during the 
war, were available,, production is 
delnyed by technical — obstacles, 
while silver production has risen 
slightly above, and coal production 
well nbove, the prewar levels. 

“Mineral ‘production in China is 
only a fraction of what it was before 
the war and, owlny to the disloca- 
tion of transport and other distur- 
bances, the ore mined cannot be 
made readily available for export or 
o domestic industries jn acute need 
of it, 

“In India, great interest is taken 
in development planning, and the 
Dominion Government has plans for 
rallway, highway and industrial de- 
velopment. An Advisory Planning 
Bonrd was created In 1046. 

“The government Is planning to 
undertake and operate many large 
hydro-electric projects, such as the 
Damodar project, und a large Lov- 
ernment-owned — artificial fertiliser 
factory is understood to be nearing 
completion, :
